Our Roving Reporter gives us some more news about Capt. Red ALldbedge-and 
the Hurricane. Captain and Mrs. Rufus H. Alldredge have announced the birth of their 
first child, Carl Barrett, on September 17, 1944. From what we learn of the evidence 
preceeding this child's entrance into the world, we think it might have appropriately 
been named Hurricane Alldredge. Captain Alldredge is now stationed at the England 
General Hospital in Atlentic City and is in charge of the Amputation Service, On 

the night of the hurricane they had about 2500 patients in their hospital and. Capt. 
and Mrs. Alldredge were living in a small house soils blocks away from the hospital 
impationtly awaiting the new arrival, The tidal wave that accompanied the hurricane ~ 
did a great deal of damage end among other things it swemped the basenent of the 8 
England General, put out the power plant which interrupted all electric lighting-and 
elevator service, it ruined much of the food supply and also tainted the water supply 
It was impossible to even give: medical attention to the patients in the hospital 
because of the lack of fresh water. Under these circumstances it was necessary to. 
evacuate the hospital and Capt. Alldredge along with other members of the staff was 
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kept busy all night preparins orthopaedic and amputation cases for evacuations They 
had to walk up and down ton flights of stairs in the dark. All of the patients were 
safely evacuated by the following eveuing which is testimony to the faithful efforts 
of the medical detachmert, They were evacuated to the Halloran Hospital on Staten 
Isiand, Capt. Alldrodge was naturally uneasy about his wife and at the first oppor~ 
tunity he went back to their house in the dark but had to leave his car some blocks 
away and wade waist ceep in rater in order to approach the house. He now prayed for 
delay for the new arrival where as before they hoped that it might. put in an appear-= 
ance at the earliest moment. He managed to get Mrs. -Alldredge out of the house and 
transport.her to the Valter Reed. Hospital at Washington. He then returned to his _ 
duty. station only to receive news that the beby was on the way. He turned around 
immediately and went back to Washington and arrived about one-half an hour after the 
beby was born, Capt. Alldredge admits that he is a fine baby bey and mother and son 
are doing well, 


In our last issue, ve reported. the retirement of Hagop Melkonian, better 
known as Jake, who worked for the hospital for 21 years as a painter. In the after- 
noon of October 4th, Jeke’s last day, & Farewell Party was given to him in the 
Lecture Hall with an admirable turnout of his fellow workers. .On behalf of his 
essociates, Johnny Damm, our plumber, presented him with a purse. Jake made a 
dandy speech of acceptance, exhorting his co-workers to work in such a manner as if 
they ovmed the hospital.

Part of Yard 9 has been opened up for the treatment of additional patients 
suffering from acute poliomyelitis coming to us from Willard Parker after the con-= 
tagious period, Some wag has suggested that we call this ward the Brother Hansson 
Ward. We are treating altogether 22 acute polio patients in the hospital. 


The girls in the Leb have received 2 letter from Omdr. Nick DeSanto. He 
is stationed et the Naval Hospital, Santa Margarita Ranch, Oceanside, California, 
We quote excerpts from his letter. “Hveryvthing goes along fairly well here and 
about the same, We are pretty busy with our load of 1500 patients and they keep 
the laboratory moving, We turn out work in volume and I call it mass quantity pro- 
duction in the manner of the Detroit belt production line. The casualties go to 
other hospitals on this coast and we manage to keep busy with the sick and injured 
here from the large source of men around us, — one at Camp Pendelton and a large 


maternity ward and pediatrics beds. ‘There are small labs in each of them that we 
staff for the simpler tests. Our corpsmen and Vaves especially are doing a fine job 
and like the military life pretty well or at Pana they appecr tOscccececceces ie 
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Surgical service is a fairly active one with many acute emergencies of an accidental 


_hature and the medical staff has many interesting caseSes.ecoeeThe climte continues 
- beautiful - sometimes it is monotonously beautiful but if ever the war in Europe 


ends and gas rationing is eased a little, there may be an opportunity to see a li'tle 
of this pretty state where one can find all four seasons any time durimg the year. 


For the most part, we see little except the hospital compound and for a change of 


scenery a place called Laguna Beach whore the. swimming is fine although the water 
commences to become cold. All in all, it is a quiet and uneventful duty and altho 

we see many people in uniform, we seem romote from the war. The active days of 
duty aboard the Relief + and that duty is still pretty active from what I have 
learned ~ is something of the past and so long as this war is continuing for a time, 
it may be something for the future because none of us have any illusions about the 
mpanese war and the length of time it will take," 


Captain Elemer Marjey visited us on October llth, After lengthy service 


in the Aleutien area where he was Director of Physical Therapy and did considerable 


dermatology, Capt. Marjey is home on a 30 day loave. His unit has been returned to 
the United States for further training, and he expects more foreign service noxt 
spring.
